Statement filed on November 15, 2001. 

Claims 1-23 are pending in the present application, of which claims 1-5 are 
independent. Submitted herewith is a Terminal Disclaimer with respect to U.S. Patent 
5,814,529, which is believed to overcome all rejections. 

Specifically, paragraph 2 of the Official Action rejects claims 1-5 and 15-18 under 
the doctrine of double patenting based on claims 1-4 of U.S. Patent 5,814,529. 
Paragraph 3 of the Official Action rejects claims 6-10 under the doctrine of obviousness- 
type double patenting based on the combination of claims 1-4 of U.S. Patent 5,814,529 
and U.S. Patent 5,504,029 to Murata et al. Finally, paragraph 4 of the Official Action 
rejects claims 11-14 and 19-23 under the doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting 
based on the combination of claims 1-4 of U.S. Patent 5,814,529 and U.S. Patent Re 
33,829 to Castleberry. 
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In response to the above rejections, Applicant submits herewith a Terminal 
Disclaimer with respect to U.S. Patent 5,814,529. With the submission of the Terminal 
Disclaimer it is believed that the above rejections have been overcome and the subject 
application is in condition for allowance. Favorable reconsideration is requested.
